good case against me, and that, my 
action was justified.

News of Hanford's resignation re­ 
called to the attention of the con­ 
gressman the fact that during recent 
weeks. President Taft has held num­ 
erous conferences with the “ regular” 
wing of the W ashington congression­ 
al contingent.

Han­ 
ford’s case, leaving a determ ination 
of the m atter entirely to the con­ 
gressional committee.

introduced in re­ 
sponse to a petition presented by the 
board of trustees of the Lutheran 
hospital, asking that the material to 
be used in paving the Mormon Cou­ 
lee road in the vicinity of the hospi­ 
tal be changed from brick to creo­ 
sote blocks at the expense of th© 
hospital, was adopted after much dis­ 
cussion.
